Good Soil Mixture Can 
Make a ‘Green Thumb’ 


Sometimes a man gets 
gallons of trouble out of a 
pint bottle. 


Just what is a "green thumb”? It definitely is not luck 
or magic, caution.? the California Association of Nursery¬ 
men. A "green thumb” is the first digit on the hand of 
.someone who has learned what it takes to make plants 
happy. 

One prime necessity for 
plant health and happiness 
is a soil mixture appropriate

PHILODENDRONS, so pop¬ 
ular with modern indoor 
gardeners, and similar trop¬ 
ical plants usu.-illy take 
best to a balanced soil mix¬ 
ture consisting of two parts 
sandy .soil, one part peat 
moss, one part sterilized leaf 
mold and one-half part well- 
rotted manure. 

For that popular flower, 
the Poinsettia, the experts 
recommend a formula con¬ 
taining six parts of sandy 
soil to each part of well-rot¬ 
ted manure. 

The universally popular 
African Violet has boon most 
successfully raised ia a soil 
mixture made up wholly of 
loaf mold and peat moss: 
two parts sterilized leaf mold 
to each part of peat mo.ss. 

Local nurserymen will bo 
glad to aclvi.se on the be.st 
.sort of soil mixture of any 
plants selected which are 
unsuilod to the formulas 
listed. 

One other important fac¬ 
tor, the container, should bo 
mentioned in connection 
with the potting of house 
plants. Because the plants 
are entirely dependent; upon 
the soil in one container, the 
indcxir gardener must bo 
sure that the pot or con¬ 
tainer is large enough for 
the plant to thrive for some 
time to come. 

ROSES, FLOWERING trees 
and shrubs, s h a d e trees, 
berry vinos, grape vines and 
strawberries can all be 
planted now. Major land¬ 
scape improvements can be 
made easily at this favorable 
time. 

Don’t wait until the end of 
the bare root .season to pick 
your favorite of the new 
roses. Many will be in short 
supply becau.so of high de¬ 
mand. 

If you have an uncultivat¬ 
ed area you wish to cover 
temporarily, broadcast wild 
flower seeds around. The 
winter rains will establish 
them. 

If your older shrubs are 
beginning to outgrow the 
space you had assigned to 
them, now is a good time to 
rearrange the garden.

throat is a streptococcus, a 
pus-forming bacteria. Only 8 
to 6 per cent of strep sore 
throats, however, lead to 
rheumatic fever. 

THE USUAL course of the 
disease begins with the 
throat infection whicli may 
last from a few days to two 
weeks, during which the pa¬ 
tient has a high fever, a 
painful throat, possibly 
weakness and abdominal 
pain, and a rash. Following 
this there is apparent com¬ 
plete recovery for a period 
of from 10 to 30 days, a la¬ 
tent period that ends with a 
sudden onset of fever. This 
is the beginning of the rheu¬ 
matic fevo)- itself. 

The patient is weak, eas¬ 
ily fatigued. There may be 
rash; often nose bleeding 
and swellings under the 
skin. Usually the larger 
joints — the knees, elbows, 
hips, shoulders, ankles and 
wrists—are variously affect¬ 
ed in what is called a migra¬ 
tory acute arthritis. This is 
an arthritis with inflamma¬ 
tion that jumps from joint 
to joint with no particular 
pattern. Although the arthri¬ 
tis is intense during the 
course of the illness, damage 
is seldon permanent. 

The heart is of primary 
consideration in this disease 
inasmuch as it can be per¬ 
manently damaged, al¬ 
though this is more likely 
to happen from subsequent 
attacks of rheumatic fever 
rather than following the 
first one. 

Treatment of rheumatic 
fever is a difficult problem 
even though the streptococ¬ 
cus which led to the illness 
has been eradicated. The 
strep throat which preceded 
the rheumatic fever was 
caused by the genn, but the 
rheumatic fever developed, 
for some reason, because of 
the patients’s reaction to the 
streptococcus. This may 
sound like the germ caused 
the rheumatic fever. It didn’t 
—it merely triggered the 
illness in some mysterious 
manner.
